The twenty-second district is com- 
posed of Bibb, Monroe and Pike coun- 
ties; the twenty-third, of Houston, 
Crawford and Taylor counties. 

Most of the other districts let the 
county which has the naming of the 
senator, under the rotation system, 
gettlie the matter. | 

If the thirty-fifth district follows the 
precedent which has been set for many 
years, the candidate next year who re- 
ceives the highest vote in Fulton coun- 
ty will be the nominee. 

Says They Will Object. 


A tocal politician sald yesterday he 
didn’t believe that Cobnd and Clayton 
would agree to any -district primary, 
because if that precedent was set the 
next time a senator was to be named 
from either of the two, Fulton county 
would vote, and as it outvotes them 
both put together, it would be able to 
dictate to Cobb or Clayton in every 
election. It would virtually méan, he 
said, Atlanta telling Cobb and Clayton 
what man they should name for the 
senate. 

Just how the two candidates, 
John M. Slaton and Henry Y. 
atand on this question is not 
as neither will at this time 
any preference about the kind 
tion that should be held. 

The district executive committee will 
meet to settle the matter before a 
primary is called, and it may cause a 
preliminary skirmish early next spring.

New York; October 3.—That the Galena 
Signal Oil Company, a subsidiary of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company, controls 97 per cent of the 
lubricating oil business with the rallroads of 
the United States, and that the prices for 
its products are not uniform with all rail- 
roads, was written in the records of today’s 
hearing of the federal suit against the so- 
called oll trust. 

C. C€. Steinbrenner, an accountant for the 
Galena company, told in detail how contracts 
were made with railroads whereby they were 
guaranteed a maximum cost for the lubrica- 
tion of the road, based on mileage for en- 
gines and cars, and when the maximum cost 
was found at the end of certain periods to 
fall short of the standard invoiced price which 
all railroads paid when they received the oil, 
the Galena gompany made a refund of the 
difference. 

From statements compiled from the Galena 
company’s books Mr. Kellogg was able to 
show that in some cases the amount of the 
refund was nearly 50 per cent of the invoice 
price.

The evidence-of Chemist Svme, who 
analyzed the stomach of the dead man, 
showed that a man could he poisoned 
by aconftine, one one-hundred and 
fifth of a grain, and no trace of it be 


found by chemical test of the stomach. 

The state won its great fight of today 
in the Rowland trial in that it had aé- 
mitted as testimony three important cir- 
cumstances bearing upon the  allegec 
murder of Engineer Strange by Dr. Row- 
land and wife, the former Mrs. Strange. 
The most important of these was the 
admission by the court of the evidence 
of the pookkeeper of the W. H. King 
Drug Company here that it had ordered 
fifteen grains of aconitine, a deadly poi- 
son, quick to act, from New York for 
Dr. Rowland, and that the records show- 
ed that this was delivered to him on 
. pril 4, two days before Strange died, 
the state, through its witnesses giving 
Strange’s symptoms before death as 
those caused by aconitine.

THE WORLD-FOES OF RELIGION. 
{t is a note farreaching as civilization, democratic as Christianity 
meelf, that the Right Reverend Winnington-Ingram, bishop of London, Eng- 
land, sounded in the opening sermon before the triennial convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in America. The appealing logic and penetrat- 
ing discernment of the sermon ignored the quibblings of creeds, the bound- 


lems of practical religion and its mission under whatever name that religion 
may be known to its votaries, , 

Here is the substance of the sermon—and it might have been delivered 
with Mke sertinernce to a-concourse of Methodists, Baptists, Christian Sci- 
entists or Hebrews: 

“Tl have no means of knowing the trend of religious thought in the 
United States, but from my ,experience of east, north and west London, 
the future lies with no church which sings to what is callea the new 
theology. 

“God forbid we should say a. word against any individual man, who 
believes as much as he can of the Christian creed, but what we must 
beware on both sides of the Atlantic is losing the power of our message 
by trying to make it easier to be Delieved. 

“But after all js said and done, the most evangelistic, thé most 
catholic, the most orthodox on earth will produce no effect upon the 
world if it has not still one further characteristic, it must clearly and 
unmistakably, and before all the world, be unworldly itself. 

“Bear with me then, when I say as my last word that the greatest 
dangers of the church on both sides of the Atlantic is worldliness.”’ 

The clear thinker of every creed, who does not shut himself within the 
convenient walls of indifference or sophistry, has not permitted his perception 
to lose sight of the menacing significance of the religious unrest throughout 
Christendom today, nor its baneful bearing upon the program and integrity 
‘of government and society in their every aspect. 

For at the last analysis, religion shakes itself free of the impediment 
‘of the skeptic and the atheist, and looms as the bedrock upon which both 
government and society are reared. 
| It is not a far ery to the source of the 
'deny is today everywhere visible. 
| Prosperity and skepticism are the primary factors. With isolated ex- 
ceptions, the civilized nations of the world are enjoying a material wellbeing 
new in their history. The speed of popular education has reached unpre- 
cedented proportions. While enjoying prosperity, people are reading, ques- 
tioning, studying, as never before. 

Long continued wealth and ease, the allurements of luxury and display, 
the incentive of intense competition, make for sordid standards in place of 
spiritual standards. There is danger, in *tKis country as elsewhere, of de- 
fying human achievement, the accomplishment represented in the accumu-

He does not 
minimize the individual right of conscience, but he does not hesitate to speak 
plainly regarding the fruits of the e&®perience of such close observers as 
himself. 

Conscientious men who realize the inevitable bond between religion and 
society to which we have pointed, will find food for thought in his words.

A GEORGIA POET

Based on this complaint the commis- 
sion has decided to consider the mat- 
ter of revising its rule on this subject.

TO HOLD SALARIED OFFICE 


His Retirement From the Race for 
Brigadier General Leaves Colonel 
CHifford Anderson as the Only 
Candidate, and Insures 
His Election. 


Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector gene 


eral of state troops, who .is to be quar- 


termaster of the national guard of 
Georgia. yesterday announced his re- 
tirement from the race for brigadier 
general under the new military law. 

The retirement of Colonel Obar came 
following the announcement of Gove 
ernor Smith’s attitude, that he would 
not permit him te hold two positions, 
one a salaried office and the other a po- 
sition purely of honor. Governor Smith 
took this position because be believed 
that the posts of a purely honorary 
nature should go to those members of 
the national guard who have given 
their services gratis to the state, 

Had Colonél Obear been elected brig- 
adier general, therefore, he would not 
have received the appointment as quar- 
termaster general which carries with 
it a good salary as well as the rank 
of brigadier general. His retirement 
from the race for brigadier general 
of the national guard, however, con- 
firms his appointment to this position. 

There was a belief at the time that 
Colonel G. A. Gordon, of the First ine 
fantry, Savannah, would be in the race, 
but assurance to the contrary has re- 
cently been received at the office of the 
adjutant general, and he has announced 
his purpose to support Colonel Clifford 
L. Anderson, of the Fifth infantry. 

Thus Colonel Obear’s retirement 
leaves Colonel Anderson the only candie 
date in the race, and his election as 
brigadier general of the national guard 
of Georgia is now assured. 

No date for the election has yet been 

fixed, but it is probable it will be held 
within the next few weeks. 
' Governor Smith yesterday signed the 
commissions of Brigadier General ‘A. J. 
Scott as adjutant general, Colonel 
Clement A. Evans, chief of staff and 
those of the other members of his staff 
whose appointments were recently ane 
nounced.
